The purpose of 4-H Club 
is to help boys and girls 
discover, develop, and use 
their talents and todevelop 
mentally, physically, and 
spiritually intotomorrow’s 
responsible leaders. The 
opportunities which 4-H 
provides for boys and girls 
are to start a small busi- 
ness of their own, to work, 
to play, and to share with 
others, to develop talents 
and other abilities, to 
learn, to lead and at the 
same time to learn to co- 
operate, and to develop the 
qualities that will make 
them good citizens, 

Projects 4-H members 
may carry vary greatly. 
The 4-H’er chooses those 
he likes best and which 
fit ‘his whole situation. 
Some of the popular areas 
are personal development, 
engineering, family living, 
conservation, production 
and marketing, and home 
management, There are 
several new projects which 
may interest a certain 
group, These are 4-H pho- 
tography, career explora-

Coarctation of the aorta 
is an abnormality easy to 
recognize, The aorta isthe 
main trunk in the cardio- 
vascular system _ which 
carries blood from the 
heart to arteries through- 
out the body, Coarctation 
is a constriction; and when 
this happens, in the aorta 
there is a block to the 


free flow of blood from 
the heart.

Hunting Dogs Need 
Physical Training 


If you want ‘‘Ole Blue’’ 
to be bright-eyed and bushy 
tailed’ for the upcoming 
hunting season, follow 
these pointers from Ex- 
tension Veterinarian, Dr.

portant, Have your

SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE 


Woodland Conserva- 
tionist Bill Aiken was in 
Coffee County last Wed- 
nesday to help local SCS 
technicians provide plann- 
ing information to some of 
the district’s woodland 
owners, The morning was 
spent in the woods with Ed 
Harris, farm manager for 
Sawyer Farms Co,, in ex- 
plaining the best system 
of selecting trees for cutt- 
ing in several types and 
ages of pine stands, 

The afternoon’s session 
was held on Stokes Haire’s 
farm near Danley’s Cross 
Roads, Direct seeding of 
slash pine had been tried 
on a burned over area on 
this farm, The results 
seemed to be spotted, with 
stand ranging from good to 


poor, 
A 20-acre woodland 
area on the Haire farm 


has a few scattering pines 
in a heavy growth of scrub 
hardoods and brush, Aiken 
suggested that the area be 
clear-cut, cleared and re- 
planted to pines, 

Some 250,000 acres or 
over one-half of Coffee 
County is covered with 
some type of woodland 
growth, In its present 
condition it is producing 
only a fraction of its po- 
tential income, There is 
an excellent opportunity to 
at least double this income 
by properly managing these 
woodland areas,

Exercise Does Not Speed Elimination 


Of Alcohol, Nutrition Scientists Report 


Contrary to popular belief, 
exercise does not increase the 
rate of disappearance of 
alcohol from the blood, it is 
reported in the August issue of 
Nutrition Reviews. 

An experiment recently 
conducted at the Department 
of Physiology at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh revealed 
that periods of exercise 
amounting to as much as an 
8-mile walk did not increase 
the rate of elimination of 
alcohol in test subjects. 

Popular belief has it that 
exercise helps wear off the ef- 
fect of too much drink. The 


Edinburgh study finds that 
this is not true. 

Nutrition Reviews is a 
monthly scientific journal 


which reports on development 
in nutrition science, It is pub- 
lished by the Nutrition 
Foundation. The Foundation 
is a nonprofit organization, 
now 25 years old, which ¢ p- 
ports scientific research i d 
education in nutrition. T..c 
Foundation’s members in- 
clude many of the nation's 
leading companies in food and 
allied fields. 

Alcohol has been part of the 
human diet since ancient 
times, By the time of the first 
historic records, alcoholic bey- 
erages were prized as foods, 
medicines, and as magic 
fluids for use in ceremonies, 

In the United States today, 
some 10 per cent of all first 
admissions to psychiatric 
wards or mental hospitals oc- 
cur among people who abuse 
alcohol. These people -—— alco- 
holics —- usually do not con- 
sume an adequate diet while 
they are drinking, and the 


| liver damage which they suf- 


|fer may be caused by de- 
| ficiencies in the diet rather 
| than by toxic effects of alco- 
hol itself. 

Alcoholics frequently suffer 
from the symptoms of vitamin 
| deficiencies due to inadequate 
| nutrition, In distilled drinks 
| (whiskey, gin and yodak, for 
example) alcohol contributes 
}only calories to the dietary 
| intake. Beer and wine contain 
| traces of vitamins and min- 
;erals. So an individual who 
|drinks heavily may cheat him- 
| self of the nutrients contained 
in a balanced diet that are 
| essential to health. 
| The new Edinburgh study 


| was conducted on nine male 
| Subjects between the ages of 
}20 and 21. The test subjects 
were given whiskey and water 
jin quantities sufficient to 
| produce some unsteadiness in 
| walking. Measurements were 
|made of the metabolism (the 
| chemical changes in the body 
| by which energy is produced) 
jot the subjects. They were 
| tested while resting in an easy 
;chair and while on a tread- 
|mill for two hours the 
| equivalent of 8 hours of walk- 
jing. Measurements were made 


}of the amonut of alcohol in 
| the blood. 

| The Edinburgh group re- 
) ported that when the subjects 
;exercised they did not show 
; any increase in the elimina- 
| tion of hol in comparison 
| with the same subjects at rest, 


| This finding actually is in 
accordance with the long-held 
views of nutrition scientists 
but it conflicts with the pop- 
ular belief that exercise helps 
rid the body of alcohol.

COTTON TROUBLE 

Did you realize that 
Enterprise cotton mills buy 
about three-fourths of their 
cotton outside the South- 
east? Almost half of Ala- 
bama cotton has remained 
in commodity credit stock 
for the past five years, 

This is a bad situation 
and Alabama and the other 
Southeastern States risk 
losing a larger share of 
the total market in the 
near future if much more 
attention is not paid to 
quality improvement. 

The three reasons given 
most frequently for low 
quality of Southeastern cot- 
ton are: (1) “‘overcleaned 
and overheated in gins,’’ 
(2) “the low breaking 
strength’? and (3) ‘‘non- 


uniform staple length.” 


This overcleaning and 
overheating in gins aggra- 
vates items (2) and (3),
